PLANNED CRIME 


Crafty Precautions Taken in 
Insurance Plot: 


Police Believed Chemist 
Explosion Victim * 


Watchman Gave Details of 

Suspicious Acts 

/ SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. %.— 
Shortly after 9 o'clock on the night 
of July 30, last, an explosion 
rocked the plant of the Pacific 
Cellulose Company, on the out- 
skirts of Walnut Creek, a pleasing, 
quiet little town in Contra Costa 
county. That explosion developed 
one of the most sensational crimes 
in California's history. 

The biast occurred in the. fac- 
tory laboratory and was followed 
by a blaze whose headway Was cut 
short by the prompt actioh of a 
night watchman. — 

On the floor of the laboratory 
lay the charred body of a man, 
burned beyond recognition, but 
supposedly that of Charles Henry 
Schwartz, vice-president of the 
company, who ostensibly was alone 
in the main building of the plant 
engaged in chemical experiment. 
The first conclusion was that he 
had come to his death th ac- 
cident. 

Schwartz was 386 years of age 
and lived with his wife and three 
young boys at 6101 Rock Ridge 
Boulevard, rkeley. He had 
lived in the San Francisco Bay re- 
gion for about three years, and al- 
though he had been on intimate 
terms with his neighbors and as- 
sociates. past was cloaked 
somewhat in mystery. . 


SEVERAL ALIASES 

At various times in his life. it 
learned, he 

der the aliases of Leon Henry 
Schwarthoff, Charles Stein. and 
Cyril Warden. A month before the 
fatal explosion he had invaded the 
limelight by becoming defendant in 
a $75,000 breach of promise suit 
brought by an Oakland woman. 

The Pacific Cellulose Company 
was established in Walnut C ik | 
two years ago for the advertised 
purpose of manufacturing arti- 
ficial silk from cellulose. Schwartz 
was the active figure in the com- 
pony and represented himself to 
be the possessor of a secret formula 
which would revolutionize the silk 
industry. 

The blast was accepted as a pure 
turn of fate and the first anspicion 
came only after Guy Spencér, fire 
marshal of the town, pronuonced 
the flames of incendiary origin. 

Then went up the cry that 
Schwartz had been the victim of 
foul Play. The following morning 
his “widow” came to the’ little 
chapel in Walnut Creek to .view 
the remains.

OUEZZAN (French Morocca)

holy city on the western sector of 
the French north Moroccan front 
has been surrounded and cut off

In the last four days, 
1 have made two motor trips out 
to Ouefzan and encountered 90 
resistance on the road _ directly 
southward. However, the presence 
of French guards and watchers 
along the route indicates the seri- 
ousness of the situation in this 
mountainous country which is ideal

Abd-el-Krim’s occupation of the 
famous Djebel Sarsar peak, which 
has an altitude of 2500 feet and 
dominates the country of the pop- 
vious Sarsar, is the reason for the 
tenseness of the situation and the 
precautionary measures, because 
through its occupation the Berber 
leader has been able to cut com- 
munications westward of here on 
the road connecting Ouezzan with 
the main Tangier-Rabat route. 


RIFFS HOLD KEY 


Djebel Sarsar is the key to the 
situation. But one may sit here on 
the terrace of the Cafe Glacier 
and watch the setting sun paint 
the peak gold and pink, while one 
hears the dull thuds of French! 
cannon at the front. 

The white-walled and flat-raofed 
houses of Ouezzan plot them- 
selves like encircling rows of mar- 
ble seats in a giant natural amphi- 
theater on the hills where @ie fa- 
mous Marabout built his tomb. The 
Cafe Glacier, extending out from 
a slope, looks something like a 
Swiss cottage. It .is an. attractive 
spot with its orange awnings, white 
metal tables and chairs and potted 
plants. Three giant wooden wheels, 
“home-made Ferris wheels,”” have 
been erected temporarily in the 
center of the treeless dust-swept 
plaza where Moorish children are 
disporting themselves, laughing 
happily, like tumble bugs. 

There is a distant boom and 

a puff of black smoke may be seen 
far off in the air. like a sudden 
ink blot, against the golden glory 
of the sunset over the purple shad- 
ows from Sarsar Ridge, five miles 
away. 
“The guns are saying bon soir 
to Sarsar, .Oui, Oui.” says a 
French officer at an adjoining ta- 
ble as he stirs a glass of iced per- 
nod water. “The twenty degrees 
difference in temperature between 
night and dav in these mountains 
makes a tot of work for the range 
markers.” 

To the right of Sarsar, one may 
see plainly in this glorious panor- 
ama of mountains the new defense 
post at Zitouna and farther stil’ 
to the right and to the north Az- 
jen Plateau from which the Rif- 
flans were driven four days ago. 
Northward and slightly to the 
east the shadows are lengthening 
and farther south Zemmourene 
flaunts itr tricolor. The whole view 
of the northeast flank of this sec- 
tor forms a proscenium, with the 
stagelike spectacle ofthis moun- 
tainous war zone, which extends 
in a semicircle like theatrical scen- 
ery of which the terrace of the 
cafe is the center and royal box. 


SARSAR DANGER POINT 


Sarsar is the danger point from 
Krim'’s hosts, a menacing 
in this sector, and until he is 
driven from his strong entrench- 
ments there, infiltrations of rebels 
will continue. The rebels getting 
through the lines will stir up re- 
volt among the .more southerly 
tribes, burning the villages and 
killing the stock of those who re- 


fuse to join .orces against the 
French. 
However, the French are well 


aware of the situation and appear 
capable of handung it with the 


aid of the new reinforcements, 
which are arriving daily from 
‘France. I saw some of these 


troops moving toward the front to- 
day and I. noticed that they car- 
ried gas masks, the first that I 
have seen in Morocco. 

The French have refrained from 
using gas so far, although it is 
known that Abd-el-Krim has cap- 
tured gas shells from the Span- 
ish und may use them at any time. 
If he does, the French are ready 
to reciprocate, with interest.

This is but one of many similar cases 
where medical advice has been given over 
vast distancés at sea. In rare cases minute 
directions have been given as to the 
proper manner of performing serious sur- 
gical ©perations. The skilled doctors em- 
ployed on the great ocean liners are con- 
sulted by less learned physicians aboard 
smaller craft hundreds of miles away. With 
& good receiver, the voice of the consulting 
doctor is heard as plainly as though he 
were in the patient's cabin. 

The McMillan polar expedition, now 
making its tortuous way through the ice 
elds of the Arctic, is fully equipped with 
radio apparatus, both for ship and air. 
plane. As the distance from the pole to 
Spitsbergen is considerably less than 1000 
miles, radio messages should be clear; 
while there is a possibility that they may 
reach Washington. 

What amateurs have been doing with 
radio recently is remarkable. Five San 
Jose amatéurs kept in touch with the San 
Francisco-Tahiti yacht racers all the way 
out and back. Others handled Defense 
Day reports for local commanders in Massa- 
chusetts, proving the usefulness of radio in 
war time. A Milan (Italy) amateur recently 
carried on a two-way communication with 
New Zealand. 

Motion pictures have been sent by radio 
from the naval statjon at Anacosta to 
Washington recently, using the device in- 
vented by C. Francis Jenkins, who hag been 
transmitting such pictures by radio for a 
distance of 175 miles for the past two 
years. Mr. Jenkins hopes to widen the 
distance of transmission so that it will ex- 
tend from coast to coast. ‘ 

Thousands of new receivers are being set 
up in American homes every week. As the 
field broadens one can foresee the time when 
the 20,000,000 listeners now estimated as 
constituting the radio audience in this coun- 
try will increase to include practically the 
whole population.
